m unists attack. 
“ In no case,” he asserted, would 
the strategic islands Quemoy and 
M atsu be abandoned. 
Chiang m et new'smer. at Nation­ 
alist headquarters here after the 
Reds’ Peiping radio trium phantly 
announced 
“ liberation” 
of 
the 
Tachen Islands, evacuated by the 
Nationalists last week with the aid 
of the U. S. 7th 
Fleet. 
Peiping 
boasted it placed Red soldiers “on 
vantage ground for liberating Tai­ 
wan (Form osa) and other islands 
off the China coast.” 
(A 
later 
Chinese 
Communist 
broadcast, heard in San Francis­ 
co, charged that inhabitants of the 
Tachens, Yu Shan and Pishan is­ 
lands had been “ abducted” by N a­ 
tionalist troops “ assisted by Amer­ 
ican arm ed forces.” ) 
Contrary to some reports, the 
Nationalist Defense M inistry an­ 
nounced it had no intention of 
evacuating Nanchishan, 140 miles 
north of Form osa and now the 
m ain northern Nationalist outpost. 
The m inistry said a sm all num ­ 
ber of dependents and civilians had 
been removed and m ore would be 
removed, but that no troops would 
be withdrawn. 
Nanchishan is 23 miles from the 
m ainland.

P erhaps nothing rev eals m ore strik ingly than 
a 39 4-59 -4 v ote in the House of Representativ es 
for continuing the draft how far the United 
States has come along the road to perm anent 
mobilization of miilitary manpower. 
In other days, the original draft law pro­ 
posal was luck y to squeak through the House 
by a one-v ote m argin — before congressmen 
thought it was necessary to impress the world 
with their willingness to conscript men for the 
arm ed serv ices. 
Not only did the House pile up a thumping 
m ajority for continuing the draft this time but, 
further to im press a w’atching world, it con­ 
tinued it for four years. This attem pt to bind a 
succeeding Congress will presum ably be dis­ 
carded in the more sedate atmosphere of the 
U. S. Senate. 
There is no solid agreem ent on the draft 
law, just as there is no solid agreem ent on 
policy for prov iding the arm ed serv ices with 
manpow er. The United States has improv ised 
both policy and law since tlie outbreak of World 
War II m ade mobilization necessary. 
As far as tha t’s concerned, there is no solid 
agreem ent on mobilization either. It is an un­ 
pleasant necessity that m ay arise again and 
will be dealt with, if that happens, on a basis 
of expediency. 
T hat is how the draft is being dealt with in 
19 55, the way it has been dealt with for the 
last 15 years — on a basis of expendiency. 
Congressmen do the best they think they can 
do under the circum stances, and if they giv e 
the impre.‘=.sion they are trying to please ev ery­ 
body except the hundreds of thousands of young 
m en who are going to get drafted, that is un­ 
av oidable. 
No one wants to get drafted, and no one 
wants to face up to the fact that getting drafted 
now- is a way of life for millions — and not a 
v ery satisfactory one.

The futility of guessing what R ussia’s dicta­ 
tors are going to do next discourages ev en 
editorial writers.

That could account for their throwing Com­ 
rade Malenk ov out of the political droshk y at 
this particular tim e — to tak e adv antage of the 
tendency of anti-Communists to find deep sig­ 
nificance in ev ery Communist mov e. 
But it could be that Malentov was tossed to 
the wolv es only because the m en in the Kremlin 
could think of nothing else to do to div ert a t­ 
tention from the chronic inability of the Com­ 
m unist conspiracy to boost Russian liv ing abov e 
the subsistence lev el after m ore than a third 
of a century of trial and error. 
Throwing politicians to the wolv es is not a 
Russian inv ention, after all. It is a standard 
political procedure, followed by another stand­ 
ard procedure — the lifting of a white rabbit 
from a silk hat to prov e the old political m agic 
is still cook ing. 
When Stalin shuffled off. the surv iv ing politi­ 
cians promised that henceforth things would be 
better. Now that Malenk ov has been left behind 
in a ditch, things are going to be better—and 
when Bulganin goes, the promise will be re­ 
peated. 
If the real m aster mind behind all this is 
Khrushchev , which is as good a guess as any, 
he had better come up with something more 
conv incing that another white rabbit.

Perhaps nothing reveals more strikingly than 
a 394-59-4 vote in the House of Representatives 
for continuing the draft how far the United 
States has come along the road to perm anent 
mobilization of m ilitary manpower. 
In other days, the original draft law pro­ 
posal was lucky to squeak through the House 
by a one-vote m argin — before congressmen 
thought it was necessary to impress the world 
with their willingness to conscript men for the 
arm ed services. 
Not only did the House pile up a thumping 
m ajority for continuing the draft this time but, 
further to im press a watching world, it con­ 
tinued it for four years. This attem pt to bind a 
succeeding Congress will presumably be dis­ 
carded in the more sedate atmosphere of the 
U. S. Senate. 
There is no solid agreem ent on the draft 
law, just as there is no solid agreem ent on 
policy for providing the arm ed services with 
manpower. The United States has improvised 
both policy and law since tile outbreak of World 
War II m ade mobilization necessary. 
As far as th at’s concerned, there is no solid 
agreem ent on mobilization either. It is an un­ 
pleasant necessity that may arise again and 
will be dealt with, if that happens, on a basis 
of expediency. 
That is how the draft is being dealt with in 
1955, the way it has been dealt with for the 
last 15 years — on a basis of expendiency. 
Congressmen do the best they think they can 
do under the circum stances, and if they give 
the impression they are trying to please every­ 
body except the hundreds of thousands of young 
men who are going to get drafted, that is un­ 
avoidable. 
No one wants to get drafted, and no one 
wants to face up to the fact that getting drafted 
now is a way of life for millions — and not a 
very satisfactory one.

Change Seems Beneficial From Chinese V iewpoint

The futility of guessing what Russia's dicta­ 
tors are going to do next discourages even 
editorial w riters. But there is one guess about 
these fellows that can be made safely. 
They are - even more scared 
about 
what 
comes next than we are. 
That could account for their throwing Com­ 
rade Malenkov out of the political droshky at 
this particular time — to take advantage of the 
tendency of anti-Communists to find deep sig­ 
nificance in every Communist move. 
But it could be that Malentov was tossed to 
the wolves only because the men in the Kremlin 
could think of nothing else to do to divert a t­ 
tention from the chronic inability of the Com­ 
m unist conspiracy to boost Russian living above 
the subsistence level after more than a third 
of a century of trial and error. 
Throwing politicians to the wolves is not a 
Russian invention, after all. It is a standard 
political procedure, followed by another stand­ 
ard procedure — the lifting of a white rabbit 
from a silk hat to prove the old political magic 
is still cooking. 
When Stalin shuffled off. the surviving politi­ 
cians promised that henceforth things would be 
better. Now that Malenkov has been left behind 
in a ditch, things are going to be better—and 
when Bulganin goes, the promise will be re­ 
peated.

j that that has been possible since 
1946 
It has not been feasible because 
Mao Tze-tung, Chu Teh, and Chou 
1 En-lai are 
M arxists first. They 
may, in time, contest the hegemony 


of the Russian Communist party 
over all other Communist parties, 
but that is a fight within the party. 
There is another factcy: Soviet 
Russia lies on top of China and 
can pour m ilitary forces into China 
at the drop of a word. The Rus­ 
sians dom inate all of Turkestan 
and Mongolia and can hold Man­ 
churia without much effort. If those 
in control of the Chinese Commu­ 
nist party and government were at 
this stage to try to free them ­ 
selves from Russia and from Inter­ 
national M arxism, if Mao were to 
b e c o m e a Titoist, the Russians 
would not only be able to use mili­ 
tary force but could stimulate a 
civil war by subverting generals 
in control of Chinese arm ies. There 
is not a chance that Mao or Chu 
would risk such an eventuality at 
this m oment of Russian strength. 


THE ELEVATION 
of Khrush­ 
chev to suprem e power affects the 
situation in favor of Red China. 
W hereas Malenkov sought to avoid 
World War III, Khrushchev m ay 
need such a w ar to justify the re­ 
treat from a higher standard of 
living which Malenkov and Kikoy- 
an advocated. Even if it becomes 
advantageous for the Red Chinese 
to break with Russia, it could not 
be done unless the United States 
and G re^t Britain were to f i g h t 
Russia. 
And 
if 
that 
happened, 
would the United States and G reat 
Britain, if they won such a war, 
keep the Chinese Communists 
in 
power? 
There is no compelling necessity 
to justify such a gamble and it is 
not likely that it will be considered 
seriously as a result of the changes 
which are taking place in Russia. 


FROM 
THE CHINESE 
stand­ 
point, the change is beneficial for 
two reasons; 
1. Khrushchev is tougher than 
Malenkov. He will annoy the West­ 
ern Powers more. He might even 
divert their attention from Asia 
to Germany. He will support Red 
China to the hilt on the Formosa 
issue. Molotov’s speech represents 
the new policy of toughness and 
even aggression; 
2. 
Khrushchev’s 
emphasis 
on 
capital goods and arm am ents helps 
Peking which feared the emphasis 
on consumers goods, gaiety and 
freedom during the Malenkov re­ 
gime. 
The Chinese Communists are not 
ready to im itate such a program 
and while conditions in the two 
countries are different, the policies 
are synchronized as far as they 
can. It is bad public relations in 
China to talk about a rising stand­ 
ard of living. It is preferable to 
preach hate.

into the AFL and take leadership 
from George Meany. 
This, in effect, is what the soft­ 
spoken Jack Potofskv, head of the 
Amalgamated C l o t h i n g Work­ 
ers Union, told Walter. T h i s is 
w h a t the disarm ingly good-hu­ 
mored. but pile-driving Emil Rieve 
of the Textile Workers Union said. 
They were fullv supported by CIO 
counsel Arthur Goldberg. 
In what they said and how they 
said it lies much of the political 
significance of the m erger and ere- 
ation of the world's largest and 
wealthiest labor federation. 
Potofskv and Rieve are of the 
brand of men who helped launch 
Franklin D 
Roosevelt. Potofskv’s 
union, the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, was ed by th* late Sid­ 
ney Hillman in those days, It has 
always lived in the tradition and 
policies 
of 
Roosevelt 
and 
Hill­ 
man. 


TO THESE men there was no 
reason for the continued split in 
labor ranks 
They see eye-to-eve 
with George Meany, David Dub- j 


insky, A. Scot Milne, Joe Keenan 
and Bill Schnitzler. 
Potofsky and Rieve always have 
been labor's political pace-setters 
and they know the value of 
a 
united labor movement in political 
campaigns. Their bloc is the power 
inside CIO. It was this bloc which 
gave Reuther the CIO presidency. 
It was this bloc which decided that 
CIO had nothing to gain outside 
the AFL. 
It was this bloc which m ade the 
decision. Now it is read v to work, 
with the Meany-Dubinsky-Al Hayes 
(M achinists)-New 
Deal group in­ 
side the AFL. This combination 
will push the new labor federation 
deeper into national and local poli­ 
tics. 
It will first wait for the merging 
or coordination of the AFL’s La­ 
bor League for Political Educa­ 
tion (LL1‘E> and the CIO's Politi­ 
cal Action Committee (PAC). Then 
it will launch political drives to 
m atch the drives on the unionizing 
front. 
There is no doubt that these po­ 
litical activities virtually will be 
merged with the Democratic party 
everywhere. In many states, this 
labor machine will, in effect, sup­ 
plant the old Democratic leaders 
themselves. 


THE REMAINING 
Republicans 
inside the new labor coalition will 
be outvoted by the New Deal group 
on the federation’s new executive 
council of 27. For. not only will 
virtually all of the incoming ClOers 
vote as a bloc, but they will have 
the support of the national officers 
of the merged outfit. 
In turn, the Democratic party 
will need to yield far more to the 
leaders of labor than they ever 
have before. There no longer will 
be the chance to play one labor 
leader, or one 14bor federation, off 
against another 
Labor will come to the 1956 Dem- 
o c r a t i c nominating convention 
speaking in the ram e of 15.000.000 
and perhaps 17.000.000 
unionized 
workers—with all that they c a n 
contribute in money and manpow­ 
er to a campaign. 
Sooner or later one of labor's 
leaders will find himself on the na­ 
tional ticket. 
The m erger has catapulted poli­ 
tics into a new era. too.

MONTREAL, QUE. 
The fall of Georgi Malenkov and 
the appointment of Nikolai Bulgan­ 
in as new prem ier signifies a re­ 
turn to the old prew ar subordina­ 
tion of the Soviet government to 
Communist party. 
In this sense, the Moscow events 
indicate not so much a rise to 
power by Bulganin as by Nikita 
Khrushchev, first secretary of the 
Communist party. 
By nominating Bulganin, a man 
of much lesser stature than Mal­ 
enkov, Khrushchev ended dualism 
in the top leadership of Russia. 
Besides underlining the power 
of the party, the m aneuver demon­ 
strates to the West — or is in­ 
tended to dem onstrate — a new, 
more m ilitant approach by Russia 
to world affairs. 
The 
appointment 
of 
M arshal 
Gregori Zhukov in place of Bul­ 
ganin as defense m inister, would 
indicate that Soviet leaders consid­ 
ered w’ar a m atter of the day, an 
imminent probability. 
And it foreshadows a new strug­ 
gle for power among the Krem lin’s 
top dogs. 
As for Malenkov, it is clear that 
his 
m ain 
worry 
now 
is 
to 
stay alive. 
It must be recalled that during 
Stalin's reign, particularly before 
the war, the government always 
played a subordinate role to the 
party in Soviet affairs. 


THEN THE POSITION of chair­ 
man of the Council of Ministers 
was of no great im portance. The 
position of party leadership was 
much more significant in the eyes 
of everybody, the people as well 
as the officialdom. 
The post of prem ier is a high 
one in the eyes of the West be­ 
cause of Western tradition a pre­ 
m ier has great im portance. In ap­ 
pointing to this post a man who is 
unpopular and quite unim portant, 
Khrushchev is trying to establish 
the party as the undisputed m as­ 
ter of the people and the govern­ 
ment. 
Bulganin does not have a good 
reputation among the people. His 
aloof m anner and aristocratic ap­ 
pearance are bad assets in a pov­ 
erty - stricken country. Bulganin 
has tried to cultivate the support 
of the arm y by playing his role in 
the old czarist tradition that was 
favored in the Soviet arm y during 
the war — uniform with epaulettes, 
goatee, the slightly foggy look of 
a slightly drunk general. 
But he n e * e r quite won the 
arm y, because his appeal was only 
superficial. Other men. even if less 
dashing than he. were more bril­ 
liant and had a better war record. 
With Malenkov as prem ier, the 
suprem e authority of the party 
may have been questionable. Be­ 
cause he had behind him m any 
years as a party functionary of the 
first class. 


NOW. WITH BULGANIN as fig­ 
urehead prem ier, few people will 
doubt who is 
the real 
m aster, 
Khrushchev, the head of the par­ 
ty, has strengthened the party’s po­ 
sition and also increased his own 
authority and prestige. 
It is very significant that in his 
statem ent of 
resignation 
Malen­ 
kov several times stressed the im­ 
portance of the Central Committee 
of 
the 
Communist 
party, 
and 
m ade it clear, beyond any shad­ 
ow of doubt, that it was the Cen­ 
tral Committee that made him re­ 
sign. 
This statem ent, obviously writ­ 
ten 
under 
the 
close 
watch 
of 
Khrushchev if not actually dictat­ 
ed by him. is a striking dem onstra­ 


tion of the old - style dogm a: Tile 
party is supreme, the party is pure 
and without reproach, anybody or 
anything can be blamed for fail­ 
ures in agriculture, heavy indus­ 
try 
production, 
consumer 
goods 
shortages and what else may go 
wrong—but not the party. 
Reaffirming of this dogma is the 
first significance of the event in 
Russia. 


THE SECOND IMPORTANT fea­ 
ture is that Khrushchev selected 
for the post of prem ier the minis­ 
ter of defense, Bulganin, rather 
than some other man of secondary 
rank. 
This is an obvious demonstration 
for the West. It is a direct answer 
to the Form osa sitiiation, intended 
to show that the Soviet government 
is preparing for a crisis. 
Any doubts of this intention must 
dissolve in the light of Malen­ 
kov’s statem ent. Malenkov placed 
full guilt on himself for failing to 
m anage R ussia’s agricultural pol­ 
icies and industry properly, for 
having no experience in local work. 
In view of such an admission the 
logical man to replace him would 
be someone 
with experience in 
these fields. Yet Bulganin, of all 
people, was appointed . . . Bul­ 
ganin, who for IO years supervised 
the political m orale of the party 
and had nothing to do with agri- 


How’s Your English?

According to w hat’s overheard 
in the United Nations. English is 
the 
dom inant 
language 
of 
the 
world. This distinction goes to the 
foreign language that most biling­ 
ual persons choose to learn. 
No m atter whether they speak 
Chinese, 
Hindustani, Y i d d i s h . 
French, or Turkish, today’s bilin- 
gualists who are not English want 
to know how to say it in English 
too. English na£ become the in­ 
ternational tongue 
— 
the 
one 
everybody knows. 
It used to be French, which at 
one tim e was called the “language 
of diplom acy.’’ People 
who 
got 
around had to learn French along 
with their own tongue and what­ 
ever others they were 
able 
to 
learn. 
But now the 
world’s 
common 
denominator of language is Eng­ 
lish. Which raises a question . . . 
What accounts for the fact that 
foreigners who l e a r n to speak 
English as an auxiliary language 
usually speak it 
two 
or 
three 
times as well as Americans are 
able to handle it as their native 
tongue? 
I have heaid a Liberian student 
whose father and m other 
could 
not read or write and who learned 
to speak English in a m issionary j 
school put an audience of native 
Americans to sham e with his pre­ 
cise use of their language. 
My partner in a chem istry lab­ 
oratory course when I was in col­ 
lege was a Chinese student who 
made me feel tongue-tied with his 
m astery of my language. 
A young Germ an newspaper edi­ 
tor studying production methods in 
this country used English w i t h 
the confidence of an artisan com­ 
pletely fam iliar with the tools of 
his trade. The editor also spoke 
French 
and 
I t a l i a n , 
besides 
Germ an. He m ade his hosts feel 
as though their palates were cleft. 
Another college classm ate, a fel­ 
low 
named 
George 
Hamilton 
Singh, was 
a 
native 
of 
India. 
George 
used 
su c h 
impeccable 
English we hinterland goons had 
sense enough to watch our p ’s and 
q ’s when speaking in his pres­ 
ence. 
And to clinch the 
proposition, 
still another college acquaintance 
was an American raised in China. 
He could sing-song like a native { 


Chinese. 
Naturally, 
knowing 
he 
would De coming to the United 
States, his parents made sure he 
also knev; how to speak English. 
And he knew more about English 
than kids who had grown up here 
at home. 
What it amounts to is that non- 
English tilinguists who learn Eng­ 
lish as an auxiliary language seem 
to speak two languages surprising­ 
ly well while native Americans do 
not even speak their own lan­ 
guage well. This does not 
take 
into account what they do with 
another language such as French, 
Spanish, or German. With a few 
exceptions, they might

WASHINGTON — At a sensational session of 
the cabinet m inisters of the Republic of the 
United States the resignation of P rem ier Ike 
Eisenhower was announced. In a rem arkable

Looking For Husband? 
Try Farm, Expert Says 
MADISON, Wis. (UP) — T h e 
best place to husband-hunt is down 
on the farm , says A. F. Wileden, 
sociologist at the University of W:s 
consin. 
He reports that it is harder to 
keep girls on the farm than men 
and that m ost rural counties in 
Wisconsin and other states have a 
higher proportion of men t h a n 
women, while m ost cities h a v e 
m ore women than men. 
The age group of 20 to 24 years 
concerns Wileden. In o n e rural 
Wisconsin county, there are 
134 
men to each IOO women in that 
age group, while Milwaukee has 
only 89 young men for each IOO 
women. 
He says girls go to the cities 
seeking jobs, but that once they 
satisfy their desire f o r economic 
opportunity, they want to estab­ 
lish homes and rear families. 
But Wileden says there often is 
a problem of adjustm ent w h e n 
farm boys m arry girls who have 
had a taste of city life. The girls 
usually bring back c’tv experiences 
and city points of view and expect 
modern conveniences on the farm 
they have become accustom ed to 
in the city. 


Rural Postman Recalls 
Old Job Was ‘Rough’ 
WILLIAMSTOWN, Vt. — Robert 
Clogston, who retired recently aft­ 
er 39 years as a rural m ail car­ 
rier, recalls that it was “ pretty 
rough” when he started the job. 
Clogston said he started work­ 
ing for the post office at the age 
of 21. In those days, he had to get 
up at 4 a. rn., do the chores on 
his fam ily’s farm and start his 
m ail route at 7 a. rn. 
There were m any winter d a y s 
when he had to walk behind his 
sleigh and hold it upright as he 
plowed through drifted snow. He 
spent a full day covering his 25- 
mile route. 
When t h e automobile becam e 
the rural letter carrier’s greatest 
asset, Clogston was able to cover 
his route in a few hours except 
when the N e w England winters 
m ade the going tough.

CADIZ, Ohio LP—Harrison Coun­ 
ty has lost its feud with Ohio, but 
it seems in no hurry to take the 
$400 a year from the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
The regular weekly meeting of 
tfce county commissioners is today, 
but no one expects any definite 
action this week. 
The feud was about the combined 
federal and state program of as­ 
sistance to the totally and per­ 
manently disabled. Each year the 
f e d e r a l government contributes 
about three million dollars, the 
state adds another l 1^ million, and 
some 6,670 disabled Ohioans get 
financial support. 
The law says there will be no 
federal funds unless the state ad­ 
ministers the fund under civil serv­ 
ice in every county. 
Of Ohio’s 88 counties, 87 have 
made some kind of provision to 
take part. But for nearly four 
years Harrison County has balked. 
It is a hilly mining and farming 
district of less than 20,000 popula­ 
tion in eastern Ohio. 
Most of its elected officers take 
the stand that they are for “home 
rule,” and call federal aid “a wel­ 
fare state.” 
County officials say there are 
“only a few” eligible disabled 
persons, who are being cared for 
out of poor relief funds — some 
of which come from the state. 
The estimates range from 8 to IO 
or possibly a dozen persons, and 
the federal funds reaching Harri­ 
son County would be around $400 
a year, or not much more. 
The state officials, fearing the 
federal government finally would 
withdraw 
its 
three-million-dollar 
support, brought suit against Har­ 
rison County and the Ohio Su­ 
preme Court on Feb. 2 directed 
the county to fall in line with the 
other 87 counties. 
Last week at their regular ses­ 
sion the county commissioners took 
no action, saying they had not re­ 
ceived the official court papers 
from Columbus. County Prosecutor 
Morris O. Gibby says he is think­ 


ing of asking the Ohio attorney 
general for an interpretation of the 
court’s ruling.

Hoover Group Proposes 
‘Senior Civil Service’ 


WASHINGTON im—The Hoover 
Commission 
recommended 
last 
night that all government jobs 
carrying the responsibility of mak­ 
ing or defending administration 
policies should be filled by political 
appointees. 
And 
it 
urged 
that 
Congress 
create a new “ senior civil service” 
of career administrators who would 
be “ politically neutral” and who 
would survive a shift in White 
House control. Other suggestions 
were for some revision of “ the 
peculiar rights of veterans” in 
holding federal jobs and for salary 
boosts in high-level jobs. 
The commission of seven Repub­ 
licans and five Democrats headed 
by former President Herbert Hoov­ 
er, in a report on “ personnel and 
civil service,” ignored a recom­ 
mendation by its task force on 
personnel for an investigation of 
the government’s lovalty-security 
program. 
A 10-man group headed by Pres­ 
ident Harold W. Dodds of Prince­ 
ton University, which did much of 
the spadework for the commis­ 
sion’s report, called for an official 
inquiry “ without delay,” and it 
said: 
“ Any discussion of the prestige

morale and efficiency of federal 
employes today must take due 
notice of the security problem.” 
The commission itself made no 
reference to the security program. 
Without mentioning that issue spe­ 
cifically, Hoover said in a letter 
I of transmittal to Congress that the 
recommendations did “ not neces­ 
sarily coincide with all of those” 
made by Dodds’ group. The lat- 
i ter’s report also was referred to 
Congress. 
This was the first of perhaps a 
score of reports on various phases 
of the federal government which 
the commission, created in 1953, 
plans to submit to Congress by 
I May 31. Unlike the predecessor 
Hoover Commission, this one has 
authority to propose policy as well 
as organizational changes. 
Its recommendations can be car­ 
ried out through legislation or 
through presidential reorganization 
plans which are subject to veto by 
Congress.

Jochim, Convicted 
Burglar, Deported 
To Native Poland 
CLEVELAND UP—Felix F. Joch­ 
im. 49-year-old convicted burglar, 
was returning today to his native 
Poland after deportation from the 
United States, where he has spent 
the last 30 years. 
Jochim, who lived in Youngs­ 
town. left for New York and Paris 
last night, and was to fly to War­ 
saw' on a Polish Airways plane. 
Immigration officials here said 
they received travel documents a 
few weeks ago from the Commu­ 
nist government enabling Jochim 
to become one of the few depor­ 
tees allowed to return to Iron Cur­ 
tain countries in recent years. 


Last week the Ohio State High­ 
way Patrol near Circleville, Ohio, 
arrested Jochim as a suspicious 
person and said dynamite and bur­ 
glar tools were found in his car. 
Jochim was turned over to im­ 
migration agents, who had tried in 
vain to locate him in Youngstown 
after the travel papers came from 
Poland. 
Deportation proceedings had been 
i completed against Jochim while 
he was serving two years of a 
burglary sentence at the Western 
State Penitentiary of Pennsylvania, 
which released him in April 1953, 


on parole to the Cleveland immi­ 
gration office. 
Since his arrival in this country 
in 1914, Jochim has served four 
terms for burglary in Ohio, West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania. 
As he boarded the plane in Cleve­ 
land on the first leg of his jour­ 
ney, 
Jochim 
told 
immigration 
agents he did not want to go to 
Poland, and would prefer to re­ 
main here and face possible charg­ 
es as an habitual criminal.

Bolton's Bill 
W ould Aid Taxpayers 
WASHINGTON UP — Re*p. Oliver 
P. Bolton (R-Ohio) plans to file 
legislation today which would let 
taxpayers deduct all medical and 
dental expenses from their federal 
income tax returns. 
Opponents of a similar bill, intro­ 
duced by Bolton in 1953, said the 
measure w’ould cut off too much 
revenue and possibly w'ould be 
abused by taxpayers. 
Under the present law', written 
by Congress last year, taxpayers 
may deduct medical and dental 
expenses which exceed 3 per cent 
of their income, as compared with 
5 per cent allowed before revi­ 
sion. 
Bolton said his bill, if passed, 
would give a taxpayer “ real in­ 
centive to see his doctor or dentist 
before it is too late to save his 
health or teeth.”

They can make us shy a w a y 
from metal objects as though they 
were booby-trapped.

den halt. Or, they can interfere 
with your hair-grooming by draw­ 
ing your hair to the comb.

Not so well known, however, is 
the fact that these puckish grem­ 
lins have been put to work as 
painters. The same type of elec­ 
trostatic attraction which makes 
your hair stand on end is being 
used to attract protective and dec­ 
orative finishes to many industrial 
products.

The mechanics or the process 
are easy to understand because 
electrostatic gremlins behave much 
like the characters in a boy-meets- 
girl soap opera. 
Just as the human race is made 
up of men and women, static elec­ 
tricity is composed of positive and 
negative 
charges.

charge might be likened to the 
strong and handsome hero who is 
drawn irresistibly to his opposite 
—the weak and attractive heroine, 
or the negative charge. 
This attraction is the “g r a s s 
roots” explanation of the way par­ 
ticles of liquid coating material, 
which contain a positive charge, 
can be attracted to the surface of 
a washing machine which, in ef­ 
fect, is c o v e r e d with negative 
charges. 
As the washing machines in the 
factory enter the finishing room on 
the conveyor line, they pass
